Stresses Need For Co-opera 
tion Between Britain and 
Dominions 


A NOTABLE ANNIVEB8AEY 

N otable among the anniver- 

saries that were celebrated yesterday was that 
of ai^ outs,landing incident which brought world-wide 
renown to this Dominion—the second battle of 
Ypres. Few svill forget the graphk account of the 
maimer in whkh the men from Canada stobd their 
ground against the fierce attacks preceded by gas 
fumes whkh the German hordes made upon the Albed 
lines eleven years ago. The enemy had made elaborate 
preparations and counted upon their gas surprise to 
force a way through the Canadian lines and thus bring 
the channel ports within reach. But the Kaiser’s 
General Staff underestimated the quality of the men 
who were defending (hat strip, although most of them 
were under fire for the 6rst time. 

The German onslaught, whkh lasted for days, 
turned o«t to be a costly failure, owing to the resist¬ 
ance offered by the citizen soldiers of this Dominion. 
To them Sir John French in a memorable message 
gave the credit of saving the whole front. There was 
no extravagaiwe in the tribute of the eommander-in- 
chkf, because if the enemy had broken through to the 
coast he would have outflanked the long AUied line 
through Flanders and France, besides presenting sea 
communkalions with a new and formidable menace. 
April 23 and succeeding days are thus conspkuous 
days on the calendar of this country.

It will be observed that the port of Vktoria is 
not mentioned as one of the important entries to 
Canada, ^’et in another pert of The Monitor’s 
rpecial supplement, there is an attractive advertise¬ 
ment. compiled by the Vktoria and Island Publicity 
Bureau, well displayed and occupying a commanding 
position at the top of a page, whkh call, attention 
lo the fact that Vktoria is "the first and last port of 
call on the Canadian Pacific Coast for the Orient, 
55oulh America, Eastern Amerka. and Europe—via 
the Panama Canal—and the largest city on Vancou¬ 
ver Island.” Other local advantages, all more or less 
emphasizing our geographkal position, ara set out 
clearly in detail. But Mr. Bliss Carmen, who knows 
this locality thoroughly, omitted to mention Vktoria 
as the front door of Canada on the Pacific. 

The editorial observations svhkh draw attention 
to the nature of the special issue and its content, 
may be eked by The Monitor as a measure of de- 
feiKe against our friendly reminder that Vktoria 
was .overlooked by the Canadian poet in an im¬ 
portant part of his article. For it is pointed out that 
pauing mention is given lo a few of our Canadian 
cities; but no attempt ha, been made lo make the 
record complete.

Electrolyte Should be Kept 
High Enough to be Wholly 
— Effective 


The three fundamental pkrts which 
go to make up a generator of elec- | 
trlral energy, such oa the atomgal 
battery, are the poaitive platea, the 
negative platee. and the electrolyte, 
according to an article In the June 
Radio Broadcaat magaxlne. 

The firat two are fixed elementa 
encaaad. within the call container; 
and tharefora ara. for all practicable 
purpoaea. non-renewable. *' 

The electrolyte la a combination of 
water and aulphuric acid (for lead 
type cella). The apeclflc gravity of 
thU combination changes during the 
discharge of a battery, and during 
the recharge is restored to its or¬ 
iginal value. Now, during this charge 
and discharge, the water mixed with 
the acid evaporates more quickly 
than the acid; therefore, to keep the 
level of the electrolyte at such a 
point aa to be efrectlve over the 
whole surface of the plate f'lemf'ntK. 
more water mua^be added to com¬ 
pensate for that lost through evap- 
oration. DlaUllad water should be 
used for this operation. 

Also, about once a year, It la wise 
to have your battery thoroughly 
cleaned out and refilled with a new 
solution of fresh acid and water. 
The cleaning proceas la neceasary 
because, after (*onatant uae (and 
when a too high charging rate ia 
used), partial .disintegration of the 
ptatO elements takes place. That is 
to aay, the active material which la 
compreeaed into the meshed plate 
forms during the pnx'esa of manu¬ 
facture, becomes loosened, and fre¬ 
quently falls to the bottom of the 
container. I enough material falls, 
there la the poMlblllty that it will 
reach up to a level with the bottom 
of the plates, and in time, cause 
short-cUvults from plate to plate. 
A certain amount of dnat la also 
liable to fall Into the battery when 
the vents are removed during the 
charging proceae.

Continuous schedules will be pro* 
vlded for twenty-four hours In 
order to eatabllOh the relative ef¬ 
fectiveness of various wave 
lengths day and night. The Insti¬ 
tute propoees further experiments 
on twenty, ten and five meters. 


No Wonder Radio 
Is Not Progressing 
Rapidly in Romania 


How would Canadian radio fans 
like to live In Rumania under cxist-j 
log condltionn? Truly the hand of* 
officialdom has prcsseil very hard 
upon the listener In that country. A 
bill has been put before the Kuman- 
:.in !*nr!lament which pre ec rlhts that 
listeners must not only apply In per- 
o<m for a receiving license, but In ' 
addition to this they must also bring 
with them their baptismal certifi¬ 
cate. 

Further, this has to l>e scrompanled 
by a reference from some responsible 
religious leader who shsll certify to 
the good itioral character of the ap¬ 
plicant. The licenses are Issued for 
one year only, and the coats of sev¬ 
eral Inspectors' visits will have to be 
met before the apparatus may be 
touched. It Is reported that broad¬ 
casting is not doing any too well. 

Radio Compass of 
Tremendous Value 


No more striking proof of the 
tremendous value of the radio com¬ 
pass aer%'ice can be given than by 
stating the total number of ships to 
which radio bearings were given 
during ths past year by the United 
Btates Naval^ Communication Her- 
vice. In atl.‘ 127,602 bearings were 
finlehed. according to Radio Rn^ad* 
cast magaslne, to 04.407 different 
veseels. The rhtmlnlun of Canada 
Her\ire furnlshetl considerably less 
Itearinga. which, perhaps. Is not sur¬ 
prising when one realises that these 
are usually required when a ship Is 
approaching land, and navigation 
approaching the Amcrban shores is 
greatly in excess of that approaching 
IhA Canadian ports. The number of 
bearings given by the Canadan 8 er- 
vlce during the year 1023-24 toUls 
17,446.

•The record of the catching of 
adult quinnat salmon in New Zealand 
waters l»eglna In Novembar, ItOI. 
when It la recorded that a sea run 
nilsh woa caught at the mouth of the 
WalUkl River. The description 
given of this B|«eclmen might leave 
some doubt as to lu species were It 
not for the fact that It is noted that 
U bad sixteen rays In lU anal fln. 
That definitely dlsllngulahes It from 
sny of the very large brown trout 
thaht were commonly (nken in that 
river at that pbrlod. In 1904 ■•Yerol 
adult quinnat salmon ware taM 
with rtMl and line at the mouth of the 
WalUkl and In that ye^ aev^l 
specimens were observed while 
spawning In tiibqUrleea of that river. 
From the run of edult 
roon to that river In IfO oonte 200,000 
eggs were collected and hatched atic- 
ceeafully. It la the first record of 
the collecting of Pacific Xalmon eggs 
south of the equator, or. for that mat¬ 
ter. In any water* outside 1 »»e Pa¬ 
cific Coast of North America, in 
the following year 4.000 quinnat eg« 
were collected.

Rock Casts of Thoasand 
Years Ago Found in Oregon 

Bend, Ore.. April 34.—Rock caaU of 
large trees hurled to the- earth and 
oovered by a flood of Ipva- ombably 
1,000 years ago have b^n found on 
Paulina MounUln. twenty-five miles 
southeast of Bepd. 

Some of the casts, formed when a 
sea of molten lava crushed tha old 
forest to the ekrth and chilled agmtwt 
the green surface of the giant plnaa. 
sre nearly 100 feet In length. The 
bamlt casta are hollow, the lava- 
enoaaed trees having homed away 
after tha fiery rock chilled Into a tree 
mask. 

One of the oasts, that of a giant 
yellow pine, bears tn Its Interior 
traces of a lightning scar on the 
ancient tree.

Weekly Market 
Review

Price ebangee during the current 
week have been. In the main, upward, 
due principally to* technical Influ- 
ances which derived their Impetus 
from heavy short covering of lines 
put out over tbe past month, during 
which period drastic declines have 
occurred. Dtaheartcned by tbe fail¬ 
ure of the induatrial averagee to 
break tTu-ough the March 23 low of 
133.20, profeealonal traders abandoned 
their attack upon the general list, 
and have been tbe brat buyers of 
stocks. 

It ts doubtful If tbe public haa par¬ 
ticipated to any extent in the buying 
movement responsible for the re<^v- 
ery this week, and until the market 
definitely indicates that it haa re¬ 
sumed an upward tendency, little 
outside intereeta ts anticipated. Mure 
opUmlam prevalla with the advent of 
warmer weather, and alao to cum¬ 
ulative evidence of easier money con¬ 
ditions. The action of tb# 3'tderal 
Reserve System in reducing tbe re¬ 
discount rate from 4 to 3% per cent 
loMS most of Its effectiveness aa a 
coaatnictive factor because call 
money for stock market purpoeea has 
been lomnlng at at low a rate as I 
per cent la the outside market for 
the greater part of the week, and this 
reduction merely puts the reserve 
rate In line with the call money 
charge. 

Indications that more stable oondi- 
ttone are approaclUng in tbe stock 
market are admittedly negative to 
date, aad tt will require more time 
to prove whether further serioue 
liquidation la pending, sufficient in 
! v^ume lo carry tba averagoa down 
to new low levela. Th# industrial 
averagee made their low of 135.13 on 
March S3. Tbe break on Monday. 
April 13. carried them to 133.53. which 
was followed by a rally to 133.30. For 
several days prices hovered around 
tba low point, folloming. which a 
more suatalntd recovery took plaee. 
and oa Thursday the average had 
reached 141.11. or nearly six polnta 
above the March 80 low. 

It ts usually true that tbe first btg 
break In a liquidating movamant la 
briet but draailc. aad cAirlea n Uttla 
over half 4>f the full movemenC In 
the 1317 decUae the first eeUlng 
movement carried 33 polnta the 
averagee dropping from 110.13 to 
•7.37. This wae miire than half the 
44 33 point movement that finally 
took tbe averagee down to 31.35. In 
the defUUng market of 1323 the 
Initial breiUt of about t# polnta ear- 
Hed the average from 113.31 to 13.38 
and tile full deeUne waa 35.72 points 
or from 113.33 to 33.30. In these two 
examplea. therefore of genuine 
liquidating morementa. the ftrat 
break waa 33 per cent and 51 per 
cent, respectively of the wbola Oa 
tbe above basis the 1333 Uquidatloa 
could, before eotnpletlon carry the 
InduatHal averages down around 110. 

nowever. It la admittedly trua that 
present fundamental conditions are 
quite different from those prevailing 
on the nforementloael dates. Indus¬ 
trial earning power has enlarged; 
freight traffic baa Increased together 
with more efficiency, and credit con* 
dlttone are unmlsftknbly sounder. 

We anticipate a furthar appreci¬ 
ation, of values, but caution n^nst 
indlacrlmlnate purchaeea of unproven 
securities and %MBB9ct keeping spec¬ 
ulative accounts la a seml-Uquid 
position, pending further proof of tha 
stability of the existing levela Should 
another selling movemsni develops aj 
this etage. there le little doubt ox 
new lows being established, which 
would probably carry the industrial 
averages down to around 133 before 
any appreciable recorary Kxdt place.

a forest fire is not merely 
property of the Government or 
some wealthy timber owner, going 
up in smoke, but means loss of 
possible employment to him, losa 
of materia) things that he is inter* 
esied in. recreation and Kenic 
beauty, of game and wild life, of 
soil fertility, of watershed cover. 

Up to the present, this work 
of education. has been conducted 
almost entirely by Governmental 
agencies'— in this Province, almost 
entirely by officers of the Forest 
.Service. I his. it must be remem¬ 
bered- in addition to their duties 
connected with the field adminis¬ 
tration of the timber resources of 
the Province, one item of which 
includes coping with between 
1,500 and 2.000 forest fires an¬ 
nually.
